by this Letter to acquaint your Majefty, how high- 

ly thofe moft invincible Auxiliaries have deferv’d of 

Us aud our Allies: Deeming it bur juft,chat thofe who 

have fought couragioufly under our Enfigns, thould 

receive from us their due Praife. We cannot, in- 
deed, fufficiently admire, that Soldiers almoft {pent 
with fo long a March, fhould rufh into the Battle 
with fo great Ardour: Bur the Sight of the Enemy 
gave them new Spirits ; and no fooner had they feen 
them, but they routed them. The French have felt 
at laft, that they are no Match for the Warlike Peo-

Hague, July 30. The Prince of Naffau Siegen, 
who arrivd here about 10 Days ago, to prefecute

Day in the little Council-Chamber, and afterwards 
attended her Majefty in the great Council-Caam- 
ber at S:. James's; where the Lord Keeper, in 
Name of the Lords Commitfioners of England; and 
the Lord Chancellor of Scotland in Name of the 
Lords Commitfioners of that Kingdom, did *re- 
{pectively Prefent to her Majetty one of the 
Tranferipts, cach makwg a Speech co her Majefty 5 
who thereupon was pleafed to Exprefs her Self as 
follows. 

My Lord: 
| See you many Thanks f.r the great Pains you 

have taken in this Treaty, and am very well 

pleafd to find ycur Endeavours end Applications 
have brought it tofo good a Conclufion : The Per. 
ticulars nf it feem fo Reafou.ble thar 1 Hope they 
will meet wi:h Approbation ia the Parliamems of 
both Kingdoms. 1 with therefore thar My Servants 
of Scocdand may loofe no Time in going down ro 
Propofe it ro My Subjects of thar Kingdom : And 
I thall always look upon it asa particular Happynefs, 
if this Union, which will be fo great a Security and 
Advantage to both Kingdoms, can be Accomplifhed 
in My Reiga.
